Apple //c An Introduction to Applesoft BASIC 

by Lois Graff and Larry J. Goldstein. Published by Brady Communications 
Company, Inc., Bowie. MD $27.50. 376 pages. 

The purpose of this book is to teach the new Apple lie owner how to use their 
computer and to program in BASIC. The material is presented as a series of 
chapters and within each chapter there are small 'Test your Understanding' 
sections. For each section the answers are given a few pages later in the book. 
There are numerous example program segments and example problems at the 
end of each chapter. 

The first chapter starts with a brief overview of personal computers, the Apple //c, 
its keyboard, and diskette usage. A small program to convert feet to metres is used 
as a starting point to describe the entering, running, and saving of a program. 
ProDOS is also introduced in this second chapter with the catalog, delete, rename, 
lock etc commands described. BASIC programming is developed in more detail in 
the next chapter with variables, input/output, print formatting, built-in functions 
(EXP, LOG, etc), and IF statements introduced with examples. Structured 
programming and flowcharts are mentioned next. Chapter five continues with the 
BASIC language, describing FOR. ..NEXT loops, developing screen output, delay 
loops, tabular data, arrays, sorting data, more on-screen input and output, 
debugging and testing. Programs and program segments are used to illustrate this 
information. Chapter six concentrates on program organisation with descriptions of 
user function definitions, subroutines, branching and looping. Sequential and 
random access files are described in the next chapter. Peek, poke, event and error 
traping, and binary, decimal, and hexadecimal numbers are mentioned next. String 
manipulation is the topic on the next chapter with hi- and low-res graphics the topic 
of chapter 1 0. A machine language routine is used to explore sounds with the 
Apple. Finally software and hardware for the Apple is described in general terms in 
the last chapter. Answers to selected examples, an index, and a BASIC - ProDOS 
reference card round out the book. 

An application approach is used throughout the book with a number of programs 
given in full. These programs are also available on disk. Some of the program 
applications include name the state capitals, return on investment, tracking 
monthly bills, a word guessing game, and drawing line graphs. The book has an 
easy to read style and plenty of examples and problems. A beginning programmer 
should find the book very useful.

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Macintosh Microsoft BASIC 

by Rick Dayton. Published by Reston Publishing Company, Inc., Reston, VA 
$32.50. 276 pages. 

The authors main aim is to teach the reader to get results from BASIC programs on 
the Macintosh. This book is to act as an adjunct to the Microsoft reference manual 
although a BASIC language reference section is included. A major detraction is that 
the earlier version of MBasic is described, not the latest. Thus some of the more 
powerful Macintosh interfacing commands of the later software are not described. 

The first chapter describes the Macintosh hardware, the Macintosh environment 
(desktop etc), and the Control Panel desk accessory. The second chapter gives an 
overview of the Macintosh MBasic system with descriptions of mouse functions, 
and menu items. The output window and list window control is presented. The line 
format is presented with line numbers required, the current MBasic version no 
longer requires line numbers and allows labels. Data, variables, and constants are 
described but again this is out-of-date. There are two current versions with 
somewhat different values for range and precision. The rest of the chapter gives 
details of MBasic statements for input/output, expressions, IF...THEN, arrays, 
string handling, subroutines, branching, looping, sorting, searching, sequential 
files, random files, errors, the time$-date$ functions, mouse input, and graphics. 
This chapter gives a brief description the BASIC language as it applies to the 
Macintosh (earlier version). The third chapter presents the steps someone may 
takes to develop a large computer program. Steps in the development of a program 
are descrtoed including estimation of memory needs. The fourth chapter describes 
a case study (a cash disbursement system) in detail with program development and 
a complete listing. The final chapter gives a complete Basic reference guide (for the 
earlier version). There is a three page index. 

There are a few problems with this book. It may have been useful for the first 
version of MBasic for the Mac but it has been superceded by the current version 
software and documentation. All of the reference material and much of the MBasic 
information is now given in the MBasic manual which comes with the software. The 
book is outdated and the more powerful additions to the later version are not 
described. There is some material on programming in BASIC which could be 
useful, but there are plenty of other books on programming in BASIC which are 
cheaper and more complete. I cannot recommend this book for purchase.
